| Now therefore, having had no Tuftice done in Londony am for- 
ced to make my Laſt APPEAL ( under God ) to this Ho- 
nourable Houſe of Commons, for Redreſs of ſo Great ABUSE 
done to the K/NG and COUNTRY, to whom it moſt Pro- 
perly belongs to Remedy. 
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1 Robert Allen bave been Epregiouſly abuſed by my Brethren of 
the Soap Cask-Coopers, and Soap-makers, above Thirty years, 
and ſuffer'd by my Falſe Brethren, the Revolting Quakers 3 above 
Twenty years, as under you may Kead at Large. 


Have, for many Years laſt paſt, been ſenſible of the 
Great Wrongs and Abuſes that have been done to 
you my Neighbours, and Fellow-Subje&s, by Falſe 
Weights and Meaſures; So that many have been un- 
done, and have not known how : But now I find 
my ſelf Engaged to diſcover the Gheat to you, that 
Juſtice may be done, and that the Abuſe for the Future 
may be Removed. 

' In the Firſt plage you are wronged in your Weights and 

Meaſures by the Soap-makers ; and in your Meaſures by the 

Ul-minded Brewers: The Coopers joyn with the Soap- Ma- 

kers, in making their Cask Careleſly to pleaſure their Maſters , 

leaving holer in them, and the Joynts open, that the Soap-ma- 

kers may put as much _—_ them as they pleaſe, and then tell 
the People, That the Tubs would not hold Soap when it was 

* hot, without Clay; But if the Soap run out of -mine, I would 

| - be bound to bear the Loſs : But, that ſeemed not for their 

Profit ; Therefore the Soap-makers Engaged together not to 

Buy any Tubs of me. 

I have Proved before the Court of Aldermen, that they that 
bought a Firkin of Sope, loſt ſometimes one Pound, ſometimes 
two pounds in the Weight by the Timber, beſides as much Clay 
as the Soap-makers pleaſe to put in : And I have alſo Proved be- 
fore the ſaid Court, hy a ſuſhcient Witneſs, That he heard a Soap- 
maker ſay , That they paid their Houſe-Rent with Clay: And 
another ſaid, He loſt a Hundred a year by not putting ſo much 
Clay in his Cask as another 4. 

Now I declared this abuſe ro the Company of Coopers, who had 
Power to Remove it : But i::ſtead of ſo doing, they joyned with 
the Soap-makers againſt mie, and Arreſted me, Then I had a 
Tryal with them at the * ings- Bench- Barr ( and they knowing 
their Caſe bad ) made chcice of one Gerrard Roberts a Cooper, 
and one of the Livery, to put an end to the difference; He came 
to me, and told me, That the Company of Coopers had left it to 
him, and perſwaded me to leave it ro him, and I did ſoz who beer 
ing, as I thought, an honeſt Man, who was a Preacher amongſt 
-the. Quakers ; And my Self a Hearer, but I was foully deceived : 
And TexpeRted that Right would have been done me, but,jinſtead 
of that, he gave the Company of Coopers Seventy pounds, and he 
ſhould have allow'd me Money, for ny Money ſpent, and Goods 
ſpoiled, and falſe Impriſonment. So I acquainted ſome of the

carried me by Violence to Priſon, under pretence of Debt : and 
there | was fore Wounded in my Body, and lay Eleven Days be- 
fore I could be moved in my Bed ; and, at laſt, 1 was forced to 
be at the Charge my ſelf of having a Lawful Gallon from the 
King's Standard, to make Barrels by; and then alſo they put me 


in Priſon again for uſing it : By the Quaker's giving them Seventy 


pounds, it Incouraged them to put me in Priſon as ofr as they 
pleaſed. The Quater's put me out of their Imploy, and would: 
not buy Lawful Barrels, that held 36 Gallons ; but bought Bar- 
rels of others, that held but 32 Gallons, or thereabouts : And+ 
now, at this time, there is no Lawful Barrels in Zondon, for the 
Coopers will not ſuffer any to be made. So that the Coopers that 
make the Leaſt Barrels, are like to have the beſt Trade: And 
thus betwixt the Soap-makers, and the Company of Coopers, and the 
Ill-minded Brewers, I ſhall neither Buy, Sell, nor Work, if the 
Quakers can, by their Money, and Lies, prevent it - Unleſs that 
I would Diſobey, and Diſhonour the King, break the Good Laws 
of rhe Land, and wrong my Neighbour Knowingly it is by this 
Means that many poor Vidctuallers are Wronged and Ruined, 
and know not how to help themſelves. 

By Law and Juſtice the King's Throne is Eſtabliſhed ; and they 
who Act, or Conſent to the Contrary, go the only way to pluck 
Him Down.
